Russia Gets Rubber 
In Quantities From 
Britain, Says Report 


London, Jan. 6—(AP)—Great Britain shipped 9,878 tons of vital 


raw rubber to the Soviet Union in the first 11 months of 1950. trade 
figures disclosed today. Total value was 2,236,429 pounds ($6,254,001). 


The shipment of rubber, an es- 


sential war material, was more 
than 20 times the amount export- 
ed to Russia in the same period 
of 1949 and an even more tremen- 
dous jump over the total sold in 
1948. 
Government figures show- 


ed that in the first 11 months of 
1949 only 482 tons were exported, 
and in the same period m 1948 on- 
ly 389 tons. 


Officially the sales were listed 


under "exports of imported mer- 
chandise." 
A Board 
of 
Trade 


spokesman explained this 
meant 


the rubber was originally import- 
ed by Britain, presumably from 
rubber producing Malaya, and ex- 
ported to the Soviet Union without 
any processing here. 


Most exports from Great Britain 


are sold under strict government 
licensing. Working in cooperation 
with the United 
States, Britain 


has banned the sale of a long- list 
of war potential materials to Com- 
munist nations. But this country 
exercises no controls over the 
shipment of rubber to Russia. 


Recently 
Conservative 
party 


eader Winston Churchill charged 
—and the Labor government ad- 
mitted—that British factories were 
turning out tools, including those 
;j repair tanks, on order from the 
Soviet Union. Later, such orders 
were embargoed. 


The rubber 
shipment 
figures 


did not include the amount of rub- 
ber which the Soviet Union pur- 
chased 
directly 
from 
Malaya. 


Some sources estimated this at 
62,598 tons in the first 11 months 
of 1950 as compared to 63,414 tons 
sent to Russia for the entire year 
of 1949. 


In the month ending Nov. 30, 


1950, Britain "re-exported" 2,217 
tons of rubber to the Soviet Union, 
roughly four times more than she 
did in the first 11 months of 1949.

The new hikes in freight rates 


are being sought, a spokesman 
said, to offset recent wage in- 
creases obtained by operating em- 
ployes and by the increased costs 
of materials and supplies. 


Three big rail unions already 


have rejected the wage offers, de- 
manding even better terms.

Agreement by 
Rails - Unions

Washington, Jan. 6— (AP) — 


The Railway labor agreement re- 
cently worked out at the White 
House was stalled today by de- 
mands of three union groups for 
still better terms. 


Ironically, the demands came on 


the same day the railroads an- 
nounced they would seek a six per 
cent freight rate increase to off- 
set their wage boost offers and 
other increased costs. 


Government Hopeful 


The new labor demands were 


made yesterday by regional lead- 
ers of three of the four major 
unions whihc reached a tentative 
agreement with the principal ear- 
ners Dec. 21. Government media- 
tors said today they hoped the 
agreement still may be used as a 
basis for a final settlement. 


Informed sources said the pro- 


posed rate increase would add 
som-e 5400.000,000 to the railroads' 
anticipated revenues in 1951. D. P. 
Loomis, chairman of the carriers 
negotiating committee, had said at 
the conclusion of the White House 
conferences 
that 
the proposed 


settlement would cost the roads 
$130,000,000 annually. 


The proposal, accepted by rail- 


way and top union officials taking 
part m the negotiations—and gen- 
erally hailed as a three-year peace 
pact—ran into difficulty when it 
was presented to regional union 
organizations for appioval. 


Conductors to Volt-

Its aim to trap and destroy tens 


of thousands of allied troops by 
sealing them off from the 61d 
beachhead in southeast Korea. 


The hammer hit straight at 


Suwon, 20 miles south

twice-lost capital of Seoul; the 
sickle swept in massive power on 
Wonju, 55 miles 
southeast of 


Seoul. 


Important Center 


With Wonju, a big road and rail 


center, the Reds would control 
the heart of South Korea.

But the big prize was the main

Sen. McCarthy Wants Probe 
Of Pearson's News Sources 


Washington. Jan. 6—(AP)—A 
demand by Senator McCarthy 


(R-Wis) for federal inquiry into the manner in which allegedly secret 
military code messages fell into columnist Drew Pearson's hands 
marks a new round in a bitter feud between the two. 


McCarthy in the senate yester- 


day charged that "some man in 
the decoding room (at the Penta- 
gon) is guilty of high treason" if 
the dispatches published by Pear- 
son in a Dec. 30 column were 
genuine 


If they are not genuine, he told 


thr senate, the column should be 
exposed as "typical work of a 
degenerate liar attempting to sap 
the morale of our army." 


Pearson, in a prepared state- 


ment, said he had consulted "the 
Pentagon" before publishing the 
cables, which he used to support 
the article's contention that United 


Nations forces m Korea were re- 
treating before numerically smaller 
Chinese Communist forces. 


"Before using the Tokyo cables 


now complained of." Pearson said, 
"I consulted the Pentagon which 
assured me there would 
be no 


security risk provided the dates 
of the cables were changed and a 
few words 
omitted. This 
was 


done."

Door Design Should Match 
Exterior Mode of House 


By HENRY J. WINGATE 


Doors have one principal pur- 


pose— to provides means of en- 
hance and exit. In addition, they 
contribute to the design and dec- 
orative aspects of the house. Spe- 
cial care should therefore be exer- 
cised in choosing and fitting them. 


Exterior doors require particu- 


lar attention. They are an integ- 
ral part of the facade and should 
be in complete harmony with the 
house design. 
A heavy, ornate 


door that is proper for an Eng- 
"fh Tudor house is completely out 
il place in a modern ranch house 
of simple lines. 


That all exterior doors fit prop- 


erly is especially important. 
If 


not, they admit cold air, causing 
drafts and heat loss. 
Since no 


door can be made to fit tight at 
all points at all seasons of the year 
because of normal shrinkage and 
swelling of the wood under varying 
humidities, weatherstripping is re- 
f ired. 


A door is only as good as the 


frame in which it is hung. The 
frame must be true and square or 
the door will stick. 
Settling of 


the house often twists and warps 
frames slightly out of line, but 
the use-of metal frames for both 
inside and outside doors will mini- 


mize this. It is often necessary 
to have a carpenter refit many of 
the doors in a new house after 
the first change of season. 


There is an infinite choice of 


door design, but the solid flush- 
type door is preferred. It will re- 
sist fire much longer than the 
door with thin center panels, costs 
very little more, and for modern 
interiors with straight lines, sim- 
ple doors without panels are ap- 
propriate. 


Door hardware is important and 


the small added expense of top- 
quality latches, locks and hinges 
is well-spent. 
Three hinges in- 


stead of the usual two will elimi- 
nate much of the annoyance of 
sagging and sticking. 
Back and 


side doors should be equipped with 
locks equally as strong and burg- 
lar-proof as the front door. 


Interior doors should be hung 


so as not to block traffic or col- 
lide with each other. 
This is es- 


pecially important in today's small 
homes where every inch of space 
counts. 
Hanging a door on the 


opposite side of the frame so that 
it swings in a different direction 
often saves valuable wall space. 
Sliding doors are again becoming 
popular because they are space- 
savers. 


Roofing Tips 
r or Shingle 
Repair Work 


About the only attention requir- 


ed by slate, asbestos shingle or 
tile rofs is periodic inspection for 
loose or broken pieces, if any are 
found, they should be removed and 
TVRW pieces put in their place. Re- 


' -sloval of slate, tile or asbestos-ce- 


ment shingles is accomplished eas- 
iest by breaking them out with 
light hammer blows, using care 
not to strike hard enough to dam- 
age surrounding units. 


The new piece is then slipped 


beneath the lower edge of the 
upper course of roofing and driv- 
en up as far as it will go by light 
hammer blows against a piece of 
.^ood held against the lower edge 
W the replacement to prevent 
breakage. When it is as far under 
the upper course as it will go 
without undue forcing, three small 
h o l e s 
are 
drilled equidistant 


through the replacement and the 
slate, tile or asbestos shingle un- 
derneath its lower edge to permit 
new nails to be driven into the 
sheathing. These holes sould be 
drilled about !3/2 inches above the 
Jower edge of the replacement, 
vince the repair is made by sur- 
face-nailing, the nail-heads should 
be daubed with

gle roofs begin to leak, it is usually 
best to re-roof the entire house, 
especially if leaks have developed 
at several points. The old roof 
need not be removed. New shingles 
are laid right over the existing 
roof. 


The first step is to cut back the 


old shingles with a sharp hatchet 
at the ends and lower edge of the 
roof far enough to permit a I"x4" 
boaxd to be laid alongside the old 
shingles and flush with their sur- 
face. The next step is to nail simi- 
lar pieces in the valley flashings 
to fill the valley flush with the old 
shingles. The new valley flashing 
lies on top of this. The same pro- 
cedure should be followed around 
the chimney. This is a good time 
to note whether the roof and fram- 
ing members are protected from 
the danger of an overheated chim- 
ney. If not, non-combustible mate- 
rial should be placed between the 
chimney and flammable parts of 
the house before the new roofing 
is applied. The final step in pre- 
paring an old roof for new shingles 
is to nail bevel siding on each 
side of the ridge with the thin 
edge down. 


These pieces of siding and the 


I"x4" strips provide a solid base 
for starting and finishing the new 
roof. The first course of the new 
shingles are laid double and then 
the rest of the new shingles are

New Modernizing Methods 
Cause Little House Damage 
~ 


Although the electric wiring and 


plumbing pipes are hidden in the 
walls and floors of a house, it is 
relatively easy today to modern- 
ize an outmoded or inadequate 
plumbing: or electrical system. 


Skilled workmen are able, by 


the use of flexible copper tubing, 
to install a completely new water 
supply system with relatively lit- 
tle tearing- out walls. The tubing 
is pushed through small openings 
made in the interior finish and run 
downward through the stud spaces 
or horizontally between joists. If 
obstructions are encountered, such 
as solid fire-stops in walls or 
floors, another small opening is 
made over the obstruction and it 
is cut to admit passage of the tub- 
ing. After the new tubing is in 
place and connected to the fix- 
tures, the old pipe system is dis- 
connected and left in the walls. 


Additional electrical circuits can 


be provided in the same manner 
by pulling wires through the walls 
and beneath floors. 


Before beginning this work, the 


house should be thoroughly ex- 
amined by a competent contractor 
who will determine if it is eco- 
nomically practical.

Parents Must Realize Reds' Aim 


Until recently Douglas Larsen, NEA Washington corre- 


spondent, conducted a reader column of questions and an- 
swers on service problems. A high percentage of the in- 
quiries were from women, mostly mothers of boys who faced 
a service call. 


More often than not, these queries seemed to add up to: 


"How can I keep my boy at home?" 


The other day, however, Larsen got a letter of a differ- 


ent sort. Like many of the others, it was from a mother— 
this time of two boys. But her questions didn't have the 
same tone. Indeed, they didn't really seem like questions 
at alL They were more a challenging message, a message 
that every American might listen to in these times. 


Here's how this mother feels: 
"Q. Have only two sons whom we love very dearly and 


for whom we have entertained great hopes. One, now stu- 
dying for his Ph. D., expects momentarily a call from the 
Naval Reserve. The other was in the Marine Corps three 
years ... He started back to college only to be recalled to 
the Marines last September. 


"Is there any possibility that these boyg will NOT, be al- 


lowed to fight for their country and continue to make sacri- 
fices for a land which has given them so much? 


"Is there any danger that these boys will be infected by 


the loose talk of selfish and unthinking Americans into let- 
ting down the men who suffered and died ha Korea, and their 
brothers in humanity who are held in the harsh chains of 
slavery all over the world and cry out to them for help?" 


Mothers and fathers everywhere in America could well 


ponder these words. For there are disturbing reports from 
many sections? that lots of boys of draft age do not under- 
stand either the peril the nation faces, or the justice of their 
being called to help meet it. 


Many young men have the notion they are being asked 


to shelve then* individual plans and hopes and perhaps risk 
their lives .because a few men charged with the conduct of 
our foreign affairs have committed some mistakes. 


Certainly mistakes have been made. And no matter who 


holds high office in this country, they will probably continue 
to be made. Never infallible, human beings are particularly 
not so when confronted with a world so complex it taxes 
the greatest minds to the very limit. 


But the basic thing we have to remember is that our 


peril is not primarily a product of such errors on our part. 
Our danger is being contrived in the Kremlin by a group 
of men who are bent upon conquering us, one way or an- 
other, if not now then later. 


Even if our top-rank leaders had not made a single ma- 


jor mistake, the peril would be there. For Russia's purpose 
is unalterable. It is the Soviet Union, not some wilful or un- 
intentional slip by an American official, that has plunged 
us into this crisis. Our avoidance of mistakes might have 
changed the shape of Russia's plans. But it would not have 
changed the plans. 


If all parents can grasp this overriding fact as it does 


the mother quoted here, then they will understand why their 
sons are needed. And they can make their boys see it is 
right to put aside personal plans until the safety of their 
nation and the whole free world is assured.

CANASTA 
Learn to Score 
3-Haiid Game

'We've had a difference of 


opinion about the best way of 
settling the score in a three-hand 
lanasta game," writes a Pitts- 
burgh correspondent. 
"The other 


night we were playing at a neigh- 
Kir's home and the game ended 
with the following score: Self, 
5385; Wife, 3955; Neighbor, 2715. 


"Who wins how many points?" 
There are two ways of scoring a 


three-hand game. The rule to be 
'ollowed should really be agreed 
upon before the game begins. 


Most players follow the rule that 


ne high score wins from both op- 
ponents, and that the player in the 
middle wins from the low man. 
According to that practice, we 
would first reduce all scores to the 
nearest hundred and proceed thus: 
Self wins 1400 from Wife and 2700 
'rom Neighbor; he therefore wins 
a total of 4100 points. Wife loses 
400 to Self but wins 1300 from 
Neighbor; so she loses 100 points 
net. 
Neighbor loses 2700 points to 


Self and 1300 points to Wife; so 
le loses a total of 4000 points. 


The other method of scoring has 


me important point of difference. 
The player in the middle does not 
:ollect from the low man. If we 
ollowed this rule, Self wins the 
ame amount; but Wife loses 1400 
points, and Neighbor loses only 
2700 points. 


I like the second method for two 


reasons. First, it is easier on the 
ow man. As we noticed, Neigh- 
bor was 1300 points better off by 
he second rule than by the first 
rule. 


My second reason has to do with 


strategy. When the ordinary scor- 
ing rule is followed, it is always to 
our advantage to score as many 
>oints as you can. 
If you don't 


lappen to win, you may beat the 
ow man badly enough to make up 
'or what you lose to the winner. 
* • * 


When the other scoring method 


s used, however, you want to 
win the game and you are not a 
bit interested in 
being 
second. 


Hence you are willing to cooperate 
with the low man while the game 
s in progress. You try to stop the 
eader even if that means scoring 
'ewer points yourself on that par- 
ticular hand. 


Meanwhile, the low man has an 


interest in cooperating with you. 
If the game can be prolonged, each 
of you has a chance to improve his 
position. 


The result is that unspoken part- 


nerships arise during a game and 
flourish until the score shows a 
new leader. Then a new partner- 
ship develops. This sort of game 
las more interest than the game 
n which everybody is pulling at 
Jie heels of the man above him 
and stamping on the face of the 
man below.

Maverick Republican Morse Has Been 
Placing Bets Against the Home Team 


Before the last election Republican Sen. Wayne 


Morse of Oregon bet Republican Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine 525 that the Democrats 
would increase their control in Congress. 
Morse 


jased his bet on a belief that the Republicans 
had made so many mistakes that they couldn't win. 


Senator Morse lost that bet, though in his own 
state he won over 76 per cent of the vote by fol- 
owing his own independent line and championing 
jrogressive Republican causes. This was the sec- 
>nd highest vote percentage scored by any Repub- 
ican senatorial candidate—Sen. George Aiken of 
Vermont being first. By comparison, Sen. Robert 
A. Taft won only 57 per cent of the Ohio vote. 


But the other day as the Senate Republicans 
were debating New York Senator Ives' resolution 
to demand the firing of Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, Senator Morse sat down near Senator 
Smith and offered her another bet. It was $25 
.hat the Republican majority would make so many 
mistakes in the next two years that they would 
ilect a Democratic president in 1952. 


Morse says Senator Smith wouldn't take the bet. 


Wag Has a Tale

•uns low around Washington, reporters kill time 
waiting for closed-door conferences to break up 
>y making up rumors of their own—not to print, 
but just for the fun of it. Latest gag in this 
category was a faked rumor that ex-Sen. Happy 
Chandler of Kentucky would be made Secretary of 
state, succeeding Dean Acheson. who would then 
)e made Baseball Commissioner. This pipe dream was 
offered by its inventor as not only a sure-fire way 
o wreck the State Department, but also as a sure- 
Ire way to wreck professional baseball as well. 


In spite of the exchange of friendly letters all 
around at the time, the real reason for the resig- 
nation was a long- personality clash with Secretary 
Oscar 
Chapman. 
Young "Jebby" 
Davidson's 


friends had put on an intensive campaign to have 
him made undersecretary. 
They tried to go in 


through the back door of the White House and 
have Davidson appointed over Secretary Chap- 
man's head. This annoyed both the President and 
the secretary. So now they have two little cabinet 
jobs to fill for under and assistant secretaryships. 


Alphabet Agency Now Advises 


National Security Resources Board, which was 
to be the top civilian war agency under W. Stuart 
Symington, may reduce its staff from about 250 
experts to some 25. Reason is that ODM—Office 
of Defense Mobilization under Charles E. Wilson, 
has been given most of the NSRB functions. Mr. 
Symington remains as adviser to the President 
and member of the National Security Council. 
NSRB can't be abolished outright because it was 
created by law in the National Defense Act, which 
unified the armed services. What NSRB now be- 
comes is, in effect, another council of economic 
advisers to the President, concentrating on prob- 
lems relating to the national defense effort.

may be strung out over the first couple of weeks 
of the new session. Under present plans—subject 
o later change in scheduling—the President's an- 
nual "State of the Union" message would go up 
Irst, on Jan. 2 or 3. The Economic Report is now 
;entatively scheduled for Monday, Jan. 8. The 
Budget Message may not reach the Congress until 
a week later, or about Jan. 15. 
This later 


date for sending up the Budget is permitted 
under a new administration law. 
Formerly all 


three messages went up in the first week of the 
new session.

Resignation of Assistant Secretary of Interior 
Girard Davidson takes one of the leading ad- 


vocates of public power out of that department. 


Final U. S. crackdown on exports to Red China, 


and the seizure of Communist Chinese assets in 
America, was put through largely to satisfy pres- 
sure from congress for immediate action. Com- 
merce and Treasury Departments supported this 
action. 
State Department did not, for reasons 


now made clear by Red China's counter-action. As 
retaliation for U. S. embargo, Red China has now 
cut off all trade with Japan. 


In first half of 1950, Japan imported from 


China some $18,000,000 worth of goods. They were 
mostly iron ore, coking coal, soybeans and peanuts. 
Japanese exports to China for the same period 
were valued at $3,000,000. They were mostly ma- 
chinery, finished metal products and textiles. Since 
Japan is now shut off from this former source of 
raw materials, the United States may be faced 
with the necessity of making up the deficiencies 
from other supplies.

More Power to Them 


While private power industry made hard fight 


against erection of new Johnsonville steam plant 
by Tennessee Valley Authority, no objection was 
raised to President Truman's request for $84,000,- 
000 to start two more TVA steam plants as de- 
fense projects. There were two reasons. 


One was that projects could not be stopped 


in 81st Congress, which had reversed 80th Con- 
gress decision against building Johnsonville plant. 
The other reason was that Atomic Energy Com- 
mission had made contract with five private power 
companies to supply part of of current needed for 
its new plant near Paducah, Ky. This killed off 
the need for one of the TVA projects, but the 
other, at an undisclosed location, got through with 
an initial outlay of $67,000,000. 


It will bring TVA's appropriation for the cur- 
rent fiscal year to $240,000,000, its highest ex- 
penditure on record. TVA now has some 3,000,000 
kilowatt capacity. This can be developed to 5,000,- 
000 kw., in five years, if needed. 


THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Possible to Get Preview of Child's 
Ability in School from I. Q. Tests

The brain is probably the most 


complicated part of the human 
anatomy. How and why the mind 
behaves as it does is often a mys- 
tery and many questions have been 
sent to me on that subject, some 
of which can be answered and some 
of which cannot. 


Q—Can a doctor tell by exami- 


ning a four-year-old child that it 
will not be able to go through high 
school? 
M.J.F. 


A—Over the years several kinds 


of "intelligence" tests have been 
developed which are used as a kind 
of measure of the mental capacity 
or ability of the mind to learn. 
This inborn abilty to learn or "in- 
telligence 
quotient" does 
not 


change much as one grows older. 
For this reason it is possible to 
test a rather young child and tell 
from the results about how far 
that youngster will be able to go 
in school. A child who does not 
have the capacity to go through 
high school is considered "retard- 
ed." 


» • • 


Q—Is dementia praecox heredi- 


tary or could it be the result of 
self-abuse? I know a young man 
who is terribly worried because 
his father has this mental disease. 
Can anything be done to prevent it 
in the son ? 
Mrs. E. 


A—Attempts to trace an heredi- 


tary pattern for dementia praecox 
have almost always failed and It 
is rarely passed on from father to 
son. The self-abuse Is more prob- 


ably the result of the disease than 
a cause of it. In the particular 
problem mentioned it would be 
wise to take the son to a brain 
specialist (psychiatrist) to see if 
he needs any treatment and at 
least to relieve his worry.

Q—Are there any surgeons who 


are interested in curing nervous 
or mental disorders through ope- 
ration? I believe possible cures 
could come from: (1) Relaxing 
the navel area by severing the 
nerve near it; (2) Operating on 
the nerves to the left and right 
of the windpipe; (3) Operating on 
the nerves to the left and right of 
the spinal cord in the neck, and 
(4) Operating at top back of head 
to let blood into the brain better.

A—There are many surgeons 


who specialize exclusively in ope- 
rations on the brain and other 
parts of the nervous system. They 
have developed some wonderful 
operations, but cannot, of course, 
do everything. Your suggestions 
are interesting: cutting the sym- 
pathetic nerves near the spinal 
cord is sometimes done for certain 
conditions, and there have been 
some experiments made on at- 
tempting to increase the blood 
flow to the brain. All ideas are 
welcome, but they do not all turn 
out to be practical.

Q—Do shock treatments injure 


the cells and tissues of the brain? 
Are shock treatments given only 
to a mental patient or can they be 
used also for nervous disorders? 


M. B. 


A—Shock treatments probably 


change some of' the cells or tissues 
of the brain or it would be hard to 
explain the action of this treat- 
ment, but injury is too strong a 
word. So far as I know shock 
treatments are rarely, If ever, 
given for nervous ills other than 
those of the mind.

Q—I have read that glutamic 


acid is good for retarded children 
Where can I get some for my 
child? 
READER. 


A—Although there have been 


some interesting studies on the 
effect of glutamic add on mental 
performance It is far too soon to 
try this generally on mentally re- 
tarded children. It would be haz- 
ardous to pin too much hope on 
this.

Mr. Nurmnent was a 


banker and also worked for 2C 
years with the TMCA and Boy 
Scouts- 
He is also a very fine 


artist and brought many paintings 
to the meeting with him. 


Mrs. Nurmnent was a pharma- 


cist and very active in Girl Scout 
work. 


Nurmnent spoke in detail of the 


history of his country which is 
very old. In the 13th century 
Christianity was brought to the 
country. The capitol, 
Tallinn, 


dates from that time. 


Being a small country surround- 


ed by larger grasping nations it 
has been over-run many times in 
its history. In 1920 after a vic- 
torious war with Russia it began 
a democracy incorporating the 
best ideas from other countries. 
For 20 years until 1940 the resi- 
dents enjoyed the happiest time 
in their history. 
The Estonian 


peasant now was given a chance 
to have a farm of his own. 


Their agricultural products were 


on a par with those of Denmark 
and they traded these with Eng- 
land and Germany. Russia was 
interested in their 
oil to run 


factories. 
A pipeline was built 


from Estonia to Lenningrad to 
supply heat to that city. 


Education Available 


Education was made available 


to all. 
There was six years of 


compulsory education which could 
be followed by six years of high 
school after which students could 
enter the university, founded in 
1632. This university was recog- 
nized everywhere for its courses 


* in theology and medicine. 


There were many clubs to which 


people could belong. The speaker 
mentioned professional and glee 
clubs, saving there were many 
more. They also had a winning

entry in the wrestling at the 1939 
Olympics. 


There are many nationalities in 


the country such as German and 
Jews. They could attend schools 
of their own which were subject 
to Estonian rule. Estonia is a 
protestant country with 85 per- 
cent Lutheran. 
Eighty percent 


of the people speak two or three 
languages and many five or six. 


In the last war when Russia 


finally 
captured 
the 
frontier, 


34,000 fled to Sweden and 20,000 
to Germany. There were many 
ships including small fishing boats 
to take them away but yet there 
weren't enough. 
Many of the 


parents remained and sent their 
children away to new lands. 


Many Estonians have come to 


this country through the efforts 
of church organizations, the Lu- 
therans in particular. There are 
many of these people in the Dixon 
area. The speaker expressed the 
appreciation of them all for the 
kindness they have received. They 
are not to send a word of greeting 
to their folks at home as this 
would endanger their lives. 


Mrs. Nurmnent Speaks 


Mrs. Nurmnent 
in her talk 


stressed the undying spirit of the 
people through their centuries of 
oppression. 
She was wearing a 


costume of her particular part of 
the country. The country is di- 


vided into districts like our states. 
Each district having 
its own 


costume. The designs are usually 
geometric. Her's was embroideree 
in snowflakes. 


She showed a knit hood which 


had mittens to match, this being 
typically Estonian. When anyone 
is seen wearing this hood and 
mittens it is known they are either 
Estonian or the person who made 
it for them was Estonian. Every 
five years the country had a huge 
song festival in an outdoor amphi- 
theater which was attended by 
25,000 people in costume, each 
singing their native song. 


The speaker told of her tri- 


colored flag. She told that the 
blue was for the sky, the black 
for the soil and the white for the 
soul of the peasant who worked 
in it. 


Mr. and Mrs. Nurmnent left the 


Foreign Travel members with the 
feeling that the spirit of Estonia 
will always be in the hearts and 
souls of its people and some day 
Estonia will rise again and be- 
come a nation as it has many 
times before.

cience of drilling wells more than 
12,000 feet deep. 


The story of the drilling is told 


by Ernestine Adams, managing 
editor of the Petroleum Engineer, 
>allas, Texas. Our oil men have 
drilled 832 of these wells, against 
20 in the rest of the world, in- 
cluding two in Russia. 


New Fields Found 


In the U. S., these wells have 


>roduced oil at depths ranging 
ill the way from 
two-and-a- 


quarter miles to four miles. Great 
new oil fields have been discovered 
where oil was not expected 15 
years ago. 


Three states—Louisiana, Texas 


and California—each have more 
than 100 of the deep holes. Louisi- 
ana, with more than 400, is far 
out in front. 


Louisiana has 
an 
oil man's 


dream—a dome- in 
which 
ten 


separate layers of oil sands have 
been found below 12,000 feet in 
the Shell Oil company's Weeks 
island field in Iberia parish.

One deep well in Carbon county, 


Utah, produces dry ice (carbon 
dioxide) instead of oil. It is called 
the ice cream well and is not 
worked. 


The deep wells discover oil more 


often than wells of less than 12,- 
000 feet. In deep drilling there 
are 1.86 dry holes for each suc- 
cessful well, compared with 4.5 
dry holes for one of the shallower 
wells.

No Real Idea 


Vnder the blue and white flag 


of the United Nations he fought 
here for months without any real 
idea of what it was all about. 


In that respect the American 


soldier was like the average Amer- 
ican civilian. 
Who at home or 


here really felt in his heart what 
the war was about? 


To be told they were fighting 


for the principle of the U. N. 
meant little to the first American 
troops here, because to them the 
idealism wasn't clear. 


A boy from Kentucky did not 


see that as long as a grandmother 
in Seoul lived in fear his own 
grandmother in Paducah could not 
really live in safety—not at the 
speed the world is moving now 
toward chaos or unity. 


How could he see it when his 


own grandmother didn't see it her- 
self and perhaps complained be- 
cause hp was sent to fight in a 
far foreign war? 


Indoctrination Attempt 


The army did make—and still is 


making—an attempt to indoctri- 
nate American soldiers into the 
whys and wherefores that brought 
them here, and the reasons for 
their sacrifices. That campaign 
has hardly been successful. 


"They gave us a poop sheet a 


mile long full of 25-cent words 
about what we were fighting for," 
said one soldier, "but it is hard 
to read beyond the sec6nd page.' 


As a result, the American soldier 


in Korea has probably fought more 
often in obedience to orders rather 
than to express his own hatred of 
the enemy and what the enemy 
stands for. 


The withdrawal forced upon his 


army by the entrance of the Chi- 
nese masses into war has changed 
all that. 
It has awakened the 


American soldier as nothing else 
could to the reality of the world 
Communist menace. 


Don't Like Set-up 


He did not like being pushed 


around at the start of the war by 
the more numerous forces of North 
Korea, but North Korea after all 
was only a small part of a small 
divided nation. 


Most soldiers realized after the 


first shock that they would in 
time get the extra troops and wea- 
pons needed to localize the 'situa- 
tion. They did. The North Ko 
rean army was decisively and im- 
personally beaten.
